Tax On Fags 
Is Opposed

Tosca said a m anufacturer's 
increase earlier this y ear al­ 
ready has resulted in a $1 mil­ 
lion decrease in tax revenue j 
during the first five months of 
this y ear compared with the j 
sim ilar 19 68 period. 
His testimony was in reference 
to tax proposals in the adm inis­ 
tration’s Education Bill. 
As passed by the House, the 
bill co *tainx a tw’o-cent tax in­ 
crease per packag e of cig arettes 
for 
a total 
of 
nine 
cents. 
A Senate am endm ent would in­ 
crease this to 10 cents. 
Tosca 
declared 
this 
would 
place a packag e of cig arettes 
in the two-cent sales tax cate­ 
g ory in addition to the 9 or 10- 
cent cig arette tax . 
“ This would be a death blow 
to 
the 
cig arette 
industry 
in 
Ohio,” he said, : oting that cig ­ 
arette sales in Ohio arc now 
$4 million over 19 68. 
The cig arette tax 
in 
Ken­ 
tucky is 21*» cents per packag e, 
difference of 65 cents a carton 
if a two-cent increase in the Ohio! 
cig arette tax is adopted.

About 45 per cent of Ohio’s 
more than 10 million people now

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - By the 
time of his death last week, the 
movie world had p assed Leo 
McCarey by. But in his hey day 
—the 1930s and 1940s—he was 
one of the screen's great sty l­ 
ists, and a rare individualist as 
well. 
A 
director 
like 
McCarey 
couldn’t function in today ’s Hol­ 
lywood. He used to give studio 
bosses fits with his eccentric 
work habits. His usual routine 
was to rep ort to the set at 9 
a.m. 
and 
begin 
p laying 
the 
p iano. A full crew and cast, in­ 
cluding 
exp ensive 
stars 
like 
Cary Grant, Ingrid Bergman, 
Bing Crosby or Irene Dunne, 
waited around while McCarey 
tried to comp ose tunes—he was 
eternally hop eful of writing a hit 
song. 
In mid-morning the director, 
might say, “ All right, let’s shoot 
it.” 
Then he would run the p lay ers 
through a long and wondrously 
comic scene w*hieh he had been 
imp rovising while he p icked out 
tunes on the p iano. Very often 
he would comp lete a day ’s work 
in 20 minutes. 
McCarey learned his mode of 
op eration in the silent-film era 
when 
p roduction 
costs 
were 
cheap er and invention was ev­ 
ery thing. He used the technique 
to direct early comedies with 
Laurel and Hardy , the ones con­ 
sidered classics today. 
He moved into the bigtime in 
the 
talkie 
p eriod, 
directing 
“The Kid from Sp ain” with Ed­ 
die Cantor, “ Milky Way” with 
Harold Lloyd, and the brilliant 
“ Ruggles of Red Gap ” with 
Charles Laughton in an indelible 
characterization. 
“The Awful Truth,” starring 
Carv Grant, Irene Dunne and 
Ralp h 
Bellamy, was p erhap s 


the best of the wacky comedies. 
“ My Favorite Wife.” also with 
Grant and Dunne, was another 
great farce. 
McCarey hit his p eak in 1944 
with “Going My Way,” a huge 
success for Paramount and an 
Oscar winner for the director. 
Bing Crosby and Barry Fitzger 
aid. Defying the tradition that 
sequels are never as successful 
as the original, McCarey again 
cast Crosby as the easv-godng 
Father O’Malley in “The Bells 
of 
St. 
Mary ’s,’ ’ with 
Ingrid 
Bergman as a nun. The film 
made even more money than 
“Going My Way.” 
His 
immense 
success 
with 
“ Going My Way ” and “The 
Bells of St. Mary ’s” seemed to 
have been Leo McCarev’s un­ 
doing. He turned serious—often 
a fatal error for a comedy crea­ 
tor. Concerned about commu­ 
nism, he 
wrote, 
directed and 
p roduced a film about a native 
Red, “ My Son John,” starring 
Robert 
Walker 
and 
Helen 
Hayes. It flop p ed. 
Hollywood seemed to lose its 
confidence in McCarey, and he 
in himself. Like many directors 
p ast their p rime, he began re­ 
p eating himself. “An Affair to 
Remember,” with Cary Grant 
and Deborah Kerr, was only a 
fair effort at re-creating Me- 
Carey ’s sentimental love sto­ 
ries. In his last film, “Satan 
Never Sleep s,” he again p re 
sented the relationship of older 
and y ounger p riests, this time 
Clfiton Webb and William Hoi 
den. It didn’t work. 
That was in 1961, and Mc­ 
Carey sp ent the rest of his life 
try ing to find a p roject that 
would restore his glory. During 
his final two y ears he suffered 
froim emp hy sema, w-hich caused 
his death at 71 last week.

Collier Hits 


'Bad Report' 


By Critics 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) — 
“ We try to protect the working 
man s pocketbook,” State Fi­ 
nance Director Howard Collier 
said Tuesday in response to 
charges that Ohio lags most 
other states in public spending. 
“Ohio is not in a race to out- 
spend any other state or to 
burden the people with exces­ 
sive taxes,” Collier said. “We 
believe in money management 
and in giving taxpayers the most 
for their tax dollars.” 
Collier commented on a re­ 
port prepared by John F. Burke 
Jr. and Edric A. Weld Jr., as­ 
sistant economics professors at 
Cleveland State University. 
They charged that Ohio hasn’t 
spent enough in the part 17 years 
on education, hospitals, police 
protection, health and natural 
resources, and said the state 
ranks near the bottom in almost 
every comparison with other 
stales.

said 
proposals 
ad­ 
vanced by the researchers would 
require a 50 per cent increase 
in state taxes. 
“This would mean $300 in 
additional taxes for every fam­ 
ily iii Ohio,” he said. 
Collier said he was happy to 
plead guilty to the charge that 
Ohio has the lowest taxes of 
any state and that Ohio’s level 
of spending is lower than com­ 
parable states.”

M aloney W ants 
Extra $24 Million 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio

State Sen. Michael J. Maloney 
hopes to amend the education- 
tax hill to earmark an addition­ 
al $24 million for local govern­ 
m ents over the next two years. 
Maloney, a Cincinnati Repub­ 
lican and chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, envisions the House-passed 
bill as a vehicle which also can 
be used to ease the financial 
burden on local governments.
